Can Government' Do 


More Than Farm 


Marker Permits? 


The government has a genuine 


headache in attempting to reslorc 
crop controls and get out from un- 
der the present high 
"pegged" 
prices of farm staples — but it 
must soc.rn to the average observer 
that 1he administration went to 
great lengths to look for additional 
trouble when it announced its new 
agricultural program Thursday. 


Frankly, the government pro- 
poses that while doing something 
financially for the farmer it shall 
aiso change his way of life. The 
switch is illustrated in the follow- 
ing two paragraphs from yester- 
day's (/PI Washington summary of 
the farm bill. It proposes: 


"1. Use of government payments 
to farmers to assure them a mini- 
mum return for sucji products as 
liogs, cattle, lambs, milk, butter- 
fat, eggs, poultry, fruits and veg- 
etables. 


"2. Abandonment of the parity 
system of determining so-called 
'fair' price goals for farm pro- 
ducts." 


The switch—from minimum crop 
prices to a government-ordered 
farm economy — is pretty well de- 
fined in the above paragraphs. But 
the (/P) gives a third one, present- 
ing ominous conclusions: 


"Provisions for broadening gov- 
ernment controls on farm operat- 
ions. Farmers would be required 
to co-operate with all government 
programs 
affecting 
all products 


.produced by them to comply with 
soil conservation programs in order 
to be eligible for any price-support 
aid." 


Here I am thinking that over in 


Russia a guy named Stalin was 
getting along pretty well with state- 
ownership until he started blue- 
printing farm operations for the 
Russian peasants. They 
simply 


quit producing. And there are those 
who do say that eventually it will 
be an uprising by the Russian 
farmers 
which 
finally 
puts the 
U. S. S. R. out of business. 


No intelligent person has 
any 


quarrel with the revision of pegged 
farm prices, and the return of crop 
controls. Surpluses are building up 
which promise; trouble, and some 
action must be taken. 


Nor is there any quarrel with 


soil conservation. It is vital to all 
of us. 


But the administration proposes 


to de-emphasize-staples that whole 
sections of the country live by, and 
add 
cmphasi; 
crops. 
to 
specific 'food, 


First, it is strictly political—to 


take care of city dwellers with a 
food subsidy. 


Second, it is a proposal by the 


government to do that which the 
natural law of supply and demand 
apparently has failed to do — to 
arbitrarily switch farm emphasis 
from one kind of crop to another. 


The government is overrating its 


own Importance in this matter. The 
perfecting 
oE a 
drouth-resistant 


corn to give the same yield per 
acre in Arkansas that corh-and-hog 
men get in Illinois and Iowa would 
make Arkansas a major hog-pro- 
ducing state. That's something you 
could bet on, if we had it •—• but we 
don't.

as soon as possible. We've got to 
f we are going to give the bridge 
the service it needs." 


The road, officially 
designated 


at U. • S. 61, will be eight miles 
long and will swing from Marion 
:o the St. Francis levee. Eventual- 
ly it will connect with Highway 
70, allowing all traffic approach- 
ing the bridge from the Arkansas 
side to by-pass the 
busy 
West 


Memphis Main street. Department 
officials 
explained 
that 
the 


new road would be of a "limited 
access" nature. In other 
words, 
cross streets, filling stations and 
stores will not be allowed to crowd 
the right-of-way and interfere with 
through traffic.

cluded in the list programmed yes- 
terday were tentatively approved 
at the last meeting of the com- 
mission.

than $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 worth 
nf work would be contracted this 
year with the remainder "spilling 
over" into the 1950 construction 
year. The programming included 37 
primary road jobs at an estimated 
cost of $13,000,000: 39 secondary 
projects at a cost of $10,000,000 and 
two urban projects costing an esti- 
mated $1,500,000. 


Meanwhile, the commission let

on ten road projects 


on bids totaling 
$1,498,000. 
The 


amount was approximately $100,000 
under department estimates on the 
lobs, and Highway Director J C 
Baker called the bids the first in- 
dication that the postwar boom in 
prices may be leveling off. He also 
pointed out that several jobs went 
to Mississippi contractors, an in- 
dication that Arkansas firms prob- 
ably would trim their bids in the 
future. 


Officials were slow to believe, 


however, tha the apparent level- 
ing off might allow the state to 
stretch. apreciably its. . available, 
construction funds." One 
pointed 


out that the bids were only about 
seven per cent below estimates and 
sai dother bids still were above 
estimates. He said also that the 
bids were low because contractors 
were eager to get their idle ma- 
chinery into action on early spring 
work.

Stalin Award 
Give Atom 
Scientist 


London, April 9 — (UP)—Russia 
announced today the award of a 
top Stalin prize of 200,000 
rubles 


(about $40,000) to a Soviet scient- 
ist for his research into atomic en- 
ergy. 


Radio Moscow said the scientist, 


Georgi Dimitrievich 
Latyshev of 


the Soviet academy 
of 
sciences, 


was one of 191 to receive Stalin 
prizes in science totaling 12,000,- 
000 rubles about 
$3,000,000) 
for 
their work during 1948. 


It said Latyshev was rewarded 


for his "experimental 
researches 


in the sphere of physics of the 
atomic nucleus." 
The 
broadcast 


said he had worked on "internal 
conversion 
of gamma 
radiation, 


the fine structure of gamma lines, 
monochromatic positions of inter- 
nal conversion and the radio-activ- 
ity of berylium." 


The 
broadcast 
immediately 


touched off 
renewed 
speculation 


whether soviet research into atom- 
c energy has progress far ^nough 
to produce an atomic bomb. Mos- 
cow gave no further clue to Laty- 
shev's work. 


Two other first prizes of 200.000 


rubles each were awarded by the 
soviet union's council of ministers, 
headed by Premier Josef Stalin.

Vernov, a 
professor 
of Moscow 
state university, for 
his 
experi- 


mental studies of cosmic rays in 
the upper strata of the atmosphere,

Lesser Stalin prizes were award- 
ed for medical and historical stu- 
dies for electronics work and for 
achievements in other branches of 
science.

years imprisonment in two states 
for crimes charged against him be- 
fore he compiled a 16-year-record 
of honesty in a third state. 


The Negro is Willis Coleman. He 


got two years for manslaughter in 
a 
court 
verdict 
here 
Tuesday. 


When he finishes the sentence he 
must go to Arkansas to serve two 
years for 
another 
manslaughter 


conviction. Sheriff A. F. Lee says. 


Both killings occurred more than 


20 years ago. 


Lee said Coleman pleaded guilty 


of shooting Will Green at Boligee 
Ala., in 1929. 


Coleman at that time had 
two 


years to serve on a manslaughter 
conviction in Arkansas but had es- 
caped and returned to Alabama, 
the sheriff said. The 
Negro 
fled 


Alabama before being brought 
to 


trial for the second shooting. 


Coleman settled in Tallula'h, La., 


16 years ago and lived under the 
name of Frank Hunter, 
Tallulah 


Sheriff E. C. Hester said. 


Hester said the Negro bought 65 


acres of land on credit, paid off his 
debt throug hhard work and earned 
the respect of both races in that 
vicinity. 


Coleman was recognized by po- 
lice from notices sent out by Ala- 
bama authorities. Last November 
ne was arrested and returned 
to 
this state. 


Sheriff Lee said here before the 


trial that he considered Coleman 
completely reformed, but the law 
required him to bring the Negro 
to trial. 


Sunday School 
Lesson

We call Jesus "the Man of Gal- 
ilee," and we think of His min- 
istry as chiefly in 
that 
region 


where He grew up. In the home of 
His parents, where was the 
Sea 


of Galilee from which He 
called 


the fisherman to be His first dis- 
ciples; and of Jerusalem and 
its 


environment in .ludoa. where were 
Bethlehem, and Bethany, and the 
Mount of Olives. 


A glance at the map of ancient 


Palestine, with a reference to the 
details in the four Gospels, shows 
hovv large and important a part of 
the ministry of Jesus was in other 
paets, outside of Galilee and Ju- 
dea. In John 4. it 'is stated that 
when He was .in Judea He Wished 
to go to Galilee, and that He "must 
needs go through Samaria." 
The 


map shows why that was so, for Sa- 
maria lay right between Judea and 
Galilee, all the way from the Jor- 
dan to the Mediterranean. We are 
glad that Jesus had to go through 
Samaria, for that necessity gave 
us the wonderful story of his meet- 
ing with the Samaritan woman.at 
the Well of Jacob, with the 
de- 


claration of His Messiahship, and 
the great words concerning 
true 
worship. 


There was however, another way 


mat Jesus might have gone, if He 
had chosen to cross the River Jor- 
jdan twice. And on his last journey 
'from Galilee to Jerusalem it was 
this that He did, entering 
Judea 


from the farther, or eastern, side 
of Jordan. It is not quite clear at 
just what point He crossed 
the 


Jordan, but the journey with His 
disciples to Jerusalem from 
be- 


yond the Jordan 
brought them 
through th region known as Perea. 
Perea was a region 
of 
high 


mountains, wooded 
slopes, 
rich 


fields, and fertile valleys. 
where 


mountain streams watered 
great 


olive groves and vineyards. It must 
have been an alluring region for a 
Master who so loved the land and 
Us treasures; 
but the shadow of 
the Cross was looming heavily upon 
Him. He sensed the dangers await- 
ing Him at the end of that 
jour- 


ney, and mystery and sadness en- 
compassed the disciples as 
they 
little understood. 


II was on this journey that 
He 


blessed the little children; 
the 


rich young man came to Him and 
went away sorrowful, 
renouncing 


his great opportunity; the sons of 
Zebedee, the "Boanerges," 
still 


full of the idea of an earthly king- 
dom, were out to get the preferred 
places, and to them and to the ten 
other disciples, "Moved with 
in- 


dignation," Jesus sought to impart 
the lesson concerning true greatness 
in humility, ministry, and service. 
It was a most significant journey, 
and one that the disciples 
were 


long and deeply to remember. 


Their enlightenment only 
came 


after 
the 
Resurrection. 
Then 


they understood the words 
that 


were so full of puzzlement and my- 
stery. But the experiences of that 
.iourney 
must 
have 
had 


large part in their new faith. 


Perhaps we, also, must journey 


with Jesus "beyond Jordan," if we

Cutworms are serious pests 
in 


Hempstead county in gardens, 
in 


the growing of commercial 
vege- 


tables and in field crops. Toma- 
loes, cabbage and corn are most 
often damaged, Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent Lorraine Blackwood ex- 
plains, but many other crops may 
suffer. 


Certain kinds of cutworm moths 


lay eggs in fall and winter on rank 
weed growth, in lespedeza 
mea- 


dows, and where ever there is 
a 


great deal of vegetation. 
When 


this land is plowed and planted, the 
voracious cutworms may 
destroy 
(he crop. 


A clean seedbed 
exposes cut- 


worms to birds and other natural 
enemies. A clean 
seedbed 
also 


makes it easier to kill 
cutworms 
with bait. 


Bran bait will control cutworms. 


Vlix one heaping teaspoon of Paris 
Green with one pound of 
wheat 


bran. Then mix in a little less than 
one pint of water. Spread this bait 
evenly over the garden just before 
dark. For larger amounts use 25 
pounds of bran, one pound of Paris 
green or sodium flousilieale 
and 


2 and one half gallons of 
water. 


This amount will bait one acre.
